Whatever the details may be the race for the finals is well and 
truly on with a lot of the contenders playing each other in the 
last three games. 
Perth already has the minor premiership trophy in the cabinet 
while nine other teams fight for just five coveted positions. 
Newcastle is safe but second spot is still not guaranteed so 
that leaves only four places. Makes the heart pump a little bit 
harder doesn't it.

South Melbourne Preview 


Parmalat Brisbane Strikers coach John 
Kosmina has declared a home draw against 
South Melbourne tonight is “not an option”. 

After failing to pick up a point in two 
tough away trips to Olympic Sharks and 
Wollongong Wolves, the Strikers suddenly find 
themselves with several teams snapping at their 
heels for a finals berth. 

Prior to the Olympic Sharks match in 
which the Strikers went down 1-nil to a ten-man 
outfit, Kosmina’s men were serious contenders 
for a'second place finish and a double chance at 
a grand final appearance. 

But after the Sharks’ loss and last 
weekend’s 3-1 defeat by the Wolves, the Strikers 
attention is now squarely focused on simply 
achieving their early season goal to qualify for 
the Top Six. 

Kosmina can take some comfort from 
home results against South Melbourne in recent 
times after beating the Victorians 3-2 last year 
and 5-1 two seasons ago. 

The Strikers, who drew 1-all away with 
South Melbourne in the first round, last lost at 
home three years ago when Socceroo Paul 
Trimboli netted a 90" minute winner at Lang 
Park. 

“South Melbourne are a very good side,” 
Kosmina said. 

“The struggled early in the season after 
they lost a load of players but they’ve got a lot 
back now including Con Boutsianis, Trimboli and 
Vaughan Coveny. 

“They're playing a lot better and we'll 
need to be right on our guard.” 

South Melbourne moved into the Top Six 
for the first time this season following its upset 3- 
nil win over Olympic Sharks last Sunday and are 
now just three points adrift of fourth placed 
Brisbane Strikers. 

Midfielder Peter Grierson has battled a 
cork injury this week after a clash with Wolves 
keeper Dean Anastasiadis soon after the Strikers 
took an early 1-nil lead in Wollongong. 

If Grierson’s injury doesn’t respond to 
physio his likely replacement will be new signing 
Josh Rose who came on for the last 20 minutes 
against Wollongong. 

Rose, an exciting attacking midfielder 
signed a deal with Brisbane that will see him play 
out the remainder of the season with a renewal 


option for next year. 

“Josh is quick with a great left foot, he’s 
got the potential to be the next Scott 
Chipperfield,” Kosmina said. 

“It’s my personal philosophy to develop 
local talent. It’s a reflection of the coaching 
structure in Queensland and on the Strikers 
especially, that we’re prepared to give local 
players an opportunity unlike other clubs in the 
NSL.” 

Rose originally came from Rockhampton 
where he played junior football for 14 years with 
Berserker and Southside before heading to 
Brisbane and hooking up with Wynnum and 
Brisbane Toro. 

He is currently among the top five 
goal scorers list in the National Youth League 


sNorthern Division. 


Kosmina said he would have been happy 
to come away with a point each from both games 
at Olympic and Wollongong. 

“But we didn’t and it’s made life a bit difficult 
for us,” he said. 

“We need to win two of our remaining three 
games to be certain of making the finals but a 
draw at home is not an option.” 

Kosmina believed the Strikers should have 
beaten Olympic Sharks but admitted his side 
failed to produce on the night against the Wolves. 

“Olympic showed a lot of ticker when they 
were reduced to ten men and as often is the case 
it’s harder to beat ten men that a full side,” he 
said. 

“But in saying that we had enough chances 
to beat Olympic. 

“Wollongong had a purple night. 

“A lot of people told me after the game they 
had never seen Wollongong play so well.”

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Zoran Matic Resigns 


Coach Zoran Matic stunned Adelaide City by 
resigning last week with four matches of the season 
remaining after the club failed to do a J-curve. 

Matic’s decision ended the most successful and 
longest serving coaching career in Australian soccer, 
which lasted 14 seasons. 

Assistant coaches Serge Melta and Carlo 
Talladira also quit the once proud club leaving senior 
player Aurelio Vidmar in charge until the end of 
the season 

Matic has coached Adelaide City without being 
paid for the past three years and has sunk $1.6 
million of his own money into the club in 
that time. 4 

Matic revealed that he and Adelaide City president 
Bob D’Ottavi had been funding the club from their 
private company, a successful Adelaide 
business that produces bricks and pavers. 

“We've put in $1.6 million but we cannot keep 
doing that. We’re not a multi-national, we’re just a 
small company which works very hard and I don't 
want us to go down because of soccer,’ Matic said. 

City used to count on the support of the successful 
Italian business community in Adelaide but Matic 
said that the “big fish have been sitting back”. 

“It was a beautiful ride but all good things have 
to come to an end,” the 54-year-old coach said. 

“There’s no sadness. I’ve never been one to 
cry about spilt milk. 

Matic addressed his players briefly behind 
closed doors to tell them of his decision to quit last 
week. 

“I didn’t say much, just one sentence. I told them 
I was finished and that was that. The players didn’t 
say anything because I didn’t give them a chance 
to react. 

“But I could see they were surprised.” 

The three-time NSL championship-winning 
coach had decided weeks ago he would 
resign after the final match of the season. 

But South Melbourne’s ruthless 3-0 demolition 
in Matic’s last appearance as coach convinced him 
the time to leave had arrived. 


Matic said he did not consider his last season 
as a failure although he left the club at their lowest 
point in 26 seasons. 

“I got as much as I could out of the players,” 
Matic said. 

“It’s the turn of somebody else now. The truth 
is we have been sliding for a few years and we 
haven't been able to do the J-curve.” 

Matic coached Adelaide City for 392 matches. 
He also coached Collingwood and 
Marconi for one season each for a record total of 
447 matches in 16 seasons. 

He won a record three NSL Championships 


“with City and three NSL Cups (two 


with City and one with Collingwood). 

Adelaide are in danger of finishing the season 
with the wooden spoon just two seasons after a 
record run of 12 years of finals. 

Matic coached City from 1986 until 1995, 
winning three championships, the first in 1986 as a 
rookie coach. 

He retired after the 1995 grand final but 
returned to coaching a year later, first with 
Collingwood and then Marconi. 

He returned to Adelaide in 1998 to resume his 
love affair with City, but the City team he had built, 
and in his absence developed by coaches John Perin 
and John Nyskohus, started to break up. 

Within two seasons of his return most of the 
stars had gone. This season Matic, faced with a 
shrinking budget, had to rely mainly on a group of 
teenagers, with support from 


veterans Carl Veart, Aurelio Vidmar and Ante 
Kovacevic.

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No Replays at World Cup Venues 


Replays of goals and controversial 
incidents on giant screens have been banned by 
FIFA for this year’s World Cup finals in South 
Korea and Japan. 

The FIFA ruling puts the World Cup out 
of synch with other major sports events, which 
regularly run replays of incidents and goal 
scoring action. 

All 20 World Cup stadiums in the two host 
nations have had giant screens specially 
built to include replays. 

Two of the biggest screens in the world 
are housed at the Seoul World Cup stadium, 
where the opening ceremony will be held on 
May 31. 

“Giant screens in the World Cup stadiums 
may be used for showing live real-time pictures 
of the match in the same stadium, but without 
any replays of any scenes whatsoever,” a FIFA 
statement said. 

Referees opposed controversial decisions 
being replayed during the match so that their 
decisions were not called into question. 

“This is an established practice for FIFA 
and we will respect their decision,” said a 
spokesman for the Korean World Cup 
Organising Committee. 


Conditions of Entry 


1. Entry inside the perimeter fence of the 
playing area is prohibited at all times 
and offenders will be prosecuted. 


. All spectators are requested to vacate 
the ground within 15 minutes of the 
end of the final game. 

. Police may be requested to remove 
any unauthorised persons who 
remain after the stipulated time. 


FIFA also ruled against a request from one 
World Cup team for special 
water breaks during the matches, following 
concerns about the heat and humidity during the 
tournament, which runs from May 31 to June 30. 

Such a move would require special 
permission from the law-making 
International Football Association Board and 
FIFA said it was not prepared to make such an 
application. 

FIFA said the executive committee felt that 
the current system of allowing players to drink 
during normal stoppages in play was adequate, 
especially if referees were more flexible in their 
application of the system. 

According to FIFA, average temperatures 
at this time of year are in the low to mid 20s 


Celsius.

Some time ago, Channel 7’s “Australian 
Soccer” highlights show asked Football Kingz 
player George Goutzioulis, formerly of South 
Melbourne, what he thought of his new team’s 
supporters. 

Beaming with pride, the player spoke about 
the tremendous vocal support of the Kingz fans. 
He said that no matter what the situation on the 
pitch, the support the Kingz get from their fans is 
inspirational. 

He compared this with his previous club 
where, he said, supporters were noisy only when 
things were going well - unless it was to criticise.

encourage more supporters to help lift their team. 

Let’s face it, no football team can dominate 
home games for 90 minutes and win all the time. 

But if Goutzioulis and Alagich are any guide, 
what home teams value most when things are 
NOT going their way is the kind of vocal support 
that says loudly, in so many words, “Come on. 
You can do it. We believe in you”. 

This inspires them to greater things. Sure, 
sometimes patience is needed before proactive 
support pays off - just ask the Kingz fans. But 
pay off it will, in the long run. 

This season, despite their consistently high 
position on the NSL ladder, the Strikers’ home 
form has fluctuated. John Kosmina’s team has 
not yet achieved his ambition of turning 
Ballymore into a “fortress”. 

But it isn’t only players who turn a home 
ground into a fortress. Supporters do too. The 
louder we work to inspire our team, the more 
daunting Ballymore will be for opposition players. 

Both of the remaining home games for the 
Strikers this season are crucial on the road to the 
finals.
